Selectmen’s Report 


To the Citizens and Tax-payers of Bethlehem: 


We herewith submit to you the annual report of. 
the Town officers for the fiscal year ending Febru- 
ary.15, 1917, 

The financial report, presented in both classified 
and detail form, is intended to show plainly the re- 
ceipts and payments made. 

The past year has been an exceptionally expensive 
one for the town, owing to conditions that could not 
be foreseen, not the least among them being the added 
cost of labor and materials of all kinds. Then came 
items for which no appropriations were made: the 
Bennett case, $671.89; the Daley road, almost entirely 
destroyed by storm, and rebuilt at a cost of $1,191.10; 
surface water drainage for Jefferson avenue, $227.89; 
Reside land, $300.00; insurance, $340.00; notes and 
interest $1,114.00, and the usual overrun by the high- 
way agents. 

The appropriations for highways, bridges and side- 
walks was $7,200, of this sum $1,200 was for mainten- 
ance of trunk line; $2,352 for State aid work and $484 
was used for sidewalks, leaving $3,164 for road agents. 
The road agents used more than double this amount 
or $7,007.65 

The trunk line and State aid work were within their 
appropriations. 

The new sidewalk is laid on Berkley avenue, and is 
of cement.

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Superintendent’s Report 
Gentlemen of the School Board of Bethlehem: 


I am pleased to submit to you my first report as 
superintendent of your schools. 


I wish to state first that I am much gratified with 
the general character of the schools. The children 
have shown themselves for the most part interested 
and eager to learn. And they have manifested 
their ability to do the work of the school in a manner 
that compares favorably with children elsewhere. 
Measured by their success in preparing children for 
high school, the Bethlehem schools rank well. Six 
pupils are attending Littleton High School from last 
year’s eighth grade. All are doing satisfactory work 
and two of them are among the first third in the 
freshman class. Four of our boys and girls will 
complete the eighth grade this spring and can look 
forward to successful work in the high school next 
year. 

The present enrollment in the different schools is 
as follows: 


Gilmanton Hill, 14; West Hill, 15; Bethlehem 
Junction, 15; Bethlehem Hollow, 21—Total 65. 


Attendance has, in most cases, been satisfactory. 
The severe winter has caused sickness, whooping 
cough has been prevalent, and some of the time the 
roads have been very bad because of the snow. All 
these have been causes that unavoidably interfered 
with a perfect record. I am compelled to say that 
there have been less excusable reasons for irregulari- 
ties. Parents have been indifferent, apparently, to 
the duties and privileges of the schools. It is to be 
hoped that there may be improvement in this respect. 
The law of New Hampshire recognizes only physical 
disability as a sufficient reason for absence from 
school. 
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We have been generally fortunate in the character 
of our teaching force. All have brought to their task 
a high minded devotion and an unswerving loyaity to 
the schools. It will be well for the children if these 
teachers can be retained for the ensuing year. They 
have demonstrated their worthiness. 


The new state course of study for the elementary 
schools has been adopted. This program has presen- 
ted many interesting problems and has demanded the 
intelligent application of the teacher. It has been 
the aim of the supervision to make effective and 
practical this program of study. 


Perhaps the most significant change is in the 
direction or reorganiation in the seventh and eighth 
grades. The children in these grades have reached 
the period of adolescence when they are verging 
upon young manhood and womanhood. The course 
of study has accordingly beenadapted to their nature. 
This year we are in aperiod of transition but hereafter 
we shall be able, I believe, to follow more definitely the 
suggestions of the state course. Our children wili be 
starting their high school work in the seventh grade. 
Just now the teachers are finding the task of working 
out the new content of study in these grades a very 
stimulating one indeed. 


I may perhaps take theliberty to call to your atten- 
tion the rather obvious needs of your schools. Every 
school house should have its sanitation thoroughly 
renovated in accordance with the suggestions and re- 
quirements of the State Department of Public In- 
struction and of the State Board of Health. Kach 
school room might at small expense be remodeled ac- 
cording to present standards of school room arrange- 
ment and equipment. The state superintendent of 
public instruction has made the pertinent suggestion 
that each town should appropriate money enough 
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each year to remodel one school house as it should he 
done. 

As your superintendent I wish to express my grati- 
tude to you and to the public who have cooperated so 
finely in the work of the schools.
